The development of our re- 
sources and opportunities, the prevention 
of waste and loss and the protection of 
the public interests by foresight, pru- 
dence, thrift. and intelligence. 

“President Roosevelt said himself the 
policy of conservation is the most typical 
example of the policies which will bear 
his mark. Fruitful, vital and beneficent, 
these policies are both deeply needed and 
widely cherished by our people. As a 
nation, we are fortunate at this time, as 
1 said in my recent speeches at Spokane, 
in this fact above all others, that the 
great man who gave his name to these 
policies has for his successor another 
great President whose administration is 
most solemnly pledged to support them.”

ASSISTANCE IS GIVEN

MONTREAIL.-Ideals in city govern- 
ments atid how to effect them continue 
to be the chief topics for discussion of 
the 1900 delegates at the record session 
today of the convention of the League 
of American Municipalities which opened 
here on Thuraday. 

In the albaence of Clinton Rogers 
Woodruff of Philadelpliia, secretary of 
the National Municipal League, an ad- 
dress prepared by him was read by W. D. 
Lighthall of Montreal. 

As exidence of the interest of the 
American people in charter making, Mr. 
Woodruff cited the fact that in the past 
two vears 135 cities had sought the help 
of the National Municipal League. 
Twenty-six were from the North At- 
laptie group, 18. from the South Atlantic, 
43 from the northern central and 25 
from the western and Pacific group. 
This list includes practically all the 
larger cities: Boston, New York, Buffalo, 
Baltimore, Atlanta, Detroit, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Portland, Seattle, 
Spokane, Tacoma, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles. 

Massachusetts, New York and West 
Virginia have authorized official investi- 
gations of the question. Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Illinois, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin are the scenes of definite, state-wide 
movements for improved charters for 
some if not all the classes of cities 
Within their—borders. 

Already 40 cities have adopted the 
commission form of -government and are 
working under it, and 33 cities, repre- 
senting 25 states, are now considering it, 
wrote Mr. Woodruff. 

“The struggle for charter readjustment 
in America must not be abandoned,” 
he continued. “There must be an im- 
provement both in the tools and the man. 

“A movement of far greater import- 
ance and significance to the future of 
our cities is that for municipal home 
rule. American publicists and legislators 
are coming to realize the fundamental 
principles involved. We cannot boast that 
we possess democratic self-government if 
we deny it to our cities.

When it is considered that the issue 
of the $5,000,000 preferred stock meant 
the handling of 650,000 rights, it may 
readily be that there was a con- 
siderable amount of work in the allot- 
ments, and if the common stock did not 
participate in the rights there would be 
only about half the bother in the allot- 
ments. At the present time the com- 
pany has about 10,000 stocknolders. 

Although the common stock is selling 
around 38, it is understood that there 
is small possibility of a dividend being 
declared for a long while.

tanus) was appropriately chosen. This 
sure-footed mountain climber is also 
typical of this region, as it is the Amer 
ican representative of the European 
chamvis. [Tor several years lovers of 
mountain seenery had discussed the feas- 
ibility of this club, and when a published 
call was made to all interested in moun- 
tain climbing 193 persons (155 men and 
38 women) responded. They climbed to 
the summit of Mt. Hood, 11,224 feet, in 
one day. 

The mission of this elub is not wholly 
the pleasure gained by grand views and 
out-of-door life, but a study of the moun- 
tains, their height, glacial peaks, the 
flora, and the question of forest preser- 
vation. Reports of this study have been 
given to the world. 

In_ 1895 the Mazamas ascended Mt. 
Adams, a prominent peak in the Cascade 
range in the northern part of the state 
of Washington. This mountain is 12,40] 
feet high. 

In 1896 a pilgrimage was made to 
Crater lake. Mt. Pitt was ascended, also

defense. The inventor’s scheme proposes as 
a first imperial center a South African sta- 
tion with a radius of 1000 miles. The first 
station will be at Durban or Cape Town, 
but eventually both cities will have stations, the one for communica- 
tion via the west coast, the other via the east coast of Africa. 

The circuit around the African continent includes the establish- 
ment of stations in the west -at the island of St. Helena and at 
Bathurst on the Guinea coast, when direct communication is made 
with the British Isles; and in the east at Mombasa, Aden, Cairo 
and Malta. Aden on the east and Bathurst om the west are intended 
for new bases; the former for a series of stations in British Asia 
and Australia, the latter for one in British Guiana, Jamaica and 
Montreal. Communication across the North Atlantic is already 
made between Clifden, Ire., and Glace Bay, C. B. 

Distances between the links of this imperial chain vary consid- 
erably, but the average appears to be about 1500 miles. The greatest 
distance is between Clifden and Bathurst, 3060 miles; but this could 
be broken by erecting a station at Gibraltar. There is, on the other 
hand, no British possession in the middle of the Pacific ocean to 
bridge the distance between Hong- Nong or New Zealand and British 
Columbia; hence the scheme as it is given at the ‘present time does 
net include the spanning of the Pacific. 


Technically, an imperial wireless service is perfectly feasible; 
of this the inventor is confident. The present difficulty lies with 
existing communications, but this will,be overcome as soon as the 
British world realizes the revolutionizing effect of wireless communi- 
cation. One of the immediate effects of cheap telegraphic messages 
and transmission of news from one end of the world to the other 
will be an enormous increase in newspapers and periodicals, which 
will mean the end of provincialism. In fact, the installation of 
empire wireless will open an era of British or English-speaking 
cosinopolitanism, typical of the new imperialist trend, and reaching 
out toward the new Latin world.

Sir Joseph Thompson taking such a cheerful 
Sir Reach view of the future of the earth 1n his address 
Thompson 


before the six hundred learned men assem- 

bled at Winnipeg, Man. Not only ts he thus 
Is optimistic, but he takes a view of the earths 
past that will inspire us all with a new and 
an increased respect for its antiquity. Some 
alarm was felt a few years back when Lord 
Kelvin announced that the earth could not 
be more than one hundred millions of years old; according to later 
investigation, Sir Joseph Thompson tells us, the earth undoubtedly is 
much older than that. It is not, therefore, in any sense, a thing of 
yesterday, and this encourages us to believe that it is not merely of 
tomorrow. 

However, Sir Joseph comes closer to us than this. Those who 
recently were wont to tremble violently lest our natural resources 
would soon be exhausted are now trembling, if at all, much more 
gently. For as to coal, we have the assurance that some thousands 
of years must elapse before we shall begin to feel any real want of It. 
We shall have to go farther for it, no doubt, but improvement in our 
transportation facilities by that time will bring the then existing 
coal fields nearer to us than are the coal fields of today to most of us. 
Now, Sir Joseph Thompson says recent fliscoveries are going to make 
it possible for us in the future to draw our supply of heat from the 
sun. This means that power, also, will be drawn from that central 
luminary. So that even when the coal mines are exhausted we shall 
still be able to warm ourselves and to move things a great deal more 
comfortably and a great deal more expeditiously, perhaps, than we 
do now. 

But this is far from being the best that Sir Joseph has to offer 
us in the way of cheer. He savs that new discoveries made in 
physics during the last few years, and the ideas and potentialities 
that spring from them, have revolutionized thought among the 
workers in this field of endeavor. Wider and deeper knowledge has 
quite dispelled the pessimistic feeling, not uncommon twenty years 
ago, that all the’ interesting things had been discovered, and that “all 
that was left was to alter a decimal or two in the physical constant.”’ 

In other words, the earnest searchers for knowledge have not 
only been learning a great many new things of late, but are going 
to learn many more things—and many wonderful things—in the 
future. Not the least wonderful among them all will be the fact that 
all the theories and laws that physicists have laid down for us 
through the ages are being upset by new discoveries.

present summer. A proper amount of forest reserve in such sections 
in all probability would have simplified the problem and furnished a 
sufficient supply of water. 

There is doubtless much truth in the charge that the ruins now 
uncovered of cities existing long ago disclose the fact that these cities 
were not surrounded by the treeless plains now found adjacent to 
them, but were the centers of great tracts of vegetation. If the proci- 
gal waste of this vegetation resulted in bringing these cities to desola- 
tion, it may be well for us to heed the silent w arning and bend every 

effort to forestall a further waste of our own forests. 


The largest consumption of wood at present is in the manufacture 
of pulp, and the efforts being made to find a substitute for wood pulp 
have resulted yet in no practical return. Cornstalks and the plant 
of the cotton furnish some promise of being ultimately found useful 
for this purpose, but neither of these materials has yet been tried 
on a sufficiently large scale to determine the extent to which it can 
be depended upon. The immense amount of pulp turned over to 
the manufacturers of news paper means, of course, forest devastation 
on a large scale.
